It is the street car companies who are to 
blame because they can get along with few- 
er cars by having those in use make the 
trips at an actual running time of from 
15 to 3) miles an hour. It is economy for 
them, even if they do have to settle a dam- 
age suit occasionally 

If the city had a legislative body that 
would enact laws for the protection of the 
pecple we would soon have an effective or- 
dinance passed limiting the running time of 
cars to a safe speed, and to avoid all mat- 
ter of guesswork the, cars should be 
equipped with time and speed indicators and 
inspectors to see that they do not exceed 
the speed allowed by law.
